To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council# 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  had  a hand  In  most  of  your  Annual  Reports  for  over  30  years,  from  producing  the 
statistics,  writing  the  narrative  to  typing  the  stencils  and  running  off  the  copy,  I am  not  sure 
whether  to  be  sad  or  happy  that  this  Is  the  last  one  1 

For  many  years  the  only  technical  officer  of  most  Rural  Districts  was  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  now  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  achievements  of  the  Rural  District  Council 
were  often  dependent  on  his  ability,  drive  and  foresight.  For  forty  years  of  Its  existence 
the  Flaxton  Rur-al  District  Council  were  fortunate  In  having  Mr,  Leslie  Parker  as  their  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  Inspector  and  he,  with  the  support  of  the  members,  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  hl^  standard  of  local  government  administration  In  the  Flaxton  Rirai  District, 

On  the  1st,  April,  197^,  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  merges  with  the  Malton,  Norton  and 
Pickering  Urban  Districts  and  the  Klrkbymocrslde,  Helmsley,  Malton,  Noxnion  and  Pl(^erlng  Rural 
Districts  to  form  the  new  Ryedale  District,  with  Headquarters  at  Malton,  There  was  a need 
for  some  ra-organlsatlon  of  local  government,  particularly  such  si  ' situations  as  at  Malton/ 
Norton  viiere  four  saall  authorities  operated  frcra  v*iat  Is  virtually  one  small  market  town.  However, 
It  Is  possible  that  the  present  ra-organlsatlon  lias  gone  too  far  and  the  new  arrangement  Is  not 
likely  to  be  to  the  benefit  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District, 

hfyj  new  houses  were  conpleted  during  the  year,  the  highest  total  since  I962.  Most  of 
these  were  In  the  Haxby/Mlgglnton  area.  The  housing  situation  generally,  however,  was  depressing. 
The  high  cost  of  mortgages  meant  that  none  of  your  tenants  bou^t  their  own  house  and  moved  out 
and  an  Increasing  number  of  eqjpllcants  came  on  to  the  waiting  list.  At  the  end  of  tt^  year  the 
number  on  the  waiting  list  was  the  highest  for  some  time. 

Two  Housing  Associations  operated  In  the  District  for  the  first  time.  The  Hanover 
Housing  Association  con^leted  a sheltered  housing  scheme  of  30  flats  at  Haxby  for  elderly  persons 
and  the  British  Legion  Housing  Association  were  building  a similar  scheme  of  32  dwellings  at 
Osbaldwick,  These  fell  behind  schedule  and  will  not  be  ready  for  occupation  until  March,  1974* 
Although  there  Is  a need  for  sheltered  housing,  which  the  Council  had  not  met  themselves,  I have 
many  reservations  over  the  role  of  Housing  Associations,'  The  rent  levels  fixed  are  likely  to 
be  much  higher  them  anything  we  have  known  In  the  Rural  District  and  It  Is  to  be  expected  that 
most  of  the  tenants  will  come  to  the  local  authority  for  a rent  allowance.  The  cost  of  these 
rant  allowances  will  fall  partly  on  the  Council  house  tenants  and  partly  on  the  ratepayers,  yet 
neither  will  have  any  say  In  the  letting  of  the  dwelllngsncr  In  the  policies  adc^ted  by  the 
Housing  Associations  who  would  appear  to  be  answerable  to  no-one  for  their  actions. 

During  Its  existence  the  Council  have  provided  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
to  the  extent  tnat  almost  93*  of  dwellings  In  the  area  are  served.  It  Is  not  possible  to  serve 
the  Isolated  dwellings  and  groups  of  dwellings  at  an  economic  cost,  but  It  Is  disappointing  not 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  village  of  Lining  and  the  extension  at  Sandy  lane,  Stockton-on- 
Fcrest  are  still  not  sewered.  Delay  In  completing  the  working  drawings  In  the  office  n^ans  that 
we  will  now  have  to  wait  for  the  Regional  Water  Authority  to  decide  on  their  priorities. 

The  County  Planning  Authority  produced  a revised  Town  Map  for  the  Flaxton  Area  during 
the  year  and  It  was  on  view  for  public  conoent  In  various  parishes.  It  envisages  further 
residential  development  In  the  parishes  of  Haxby  and  Wlgglnton,  but  the  significant  proposal 
Is  for  the  village  of  Strensall  to  be  the  next  growth  area.  This  Involves  the  enlargement  of 
all  the  public  utility  services  and  your  Consulting  Engineers  are  already  working  on  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  dl^osal  part,  T^e  Ryedale  Water  Board  are  combining  with  the  York  Water- 
works Company  to  Increase  the  supply  of  water  and  It  Is  expected  that  some  development  will 
start  towards  the  end  of  1975, 

York  Corporation  ran  into  a great  deal  of  trouble  during  1973  over  their  Gipsy  Caravan 
site  at  Love  Lane,  Fulford,  where  the  numbers  on  the  site  have  consistently  exceeded  the  figure 
allowed  and  there  has  been  much  local  opposition.  Unfortunately  the  Corporation  coupled  with 
their  application  for  an  extension  of  the  planning  permission  for  that  site  an  application  for 
an  alternative  site  on  Clifton  Awrodrome,  viiich  Is  In  the  Flaxton  Rural  District,  and  a Public 
Inquiry  was  held  Into  both.  No  decision  had  been  reached  by  the  end  of  the  year.  With  local 
government  re-organlsatlon  Imminent,  It  Is  possible  that  the  North  Yorkshire  County  Council  will 
ra-thlnk  the  question  of  the  siting  of  gipsy  caravan  sites  without  regard  to  district  boundaries. 

The  Department  was  very  fortunate  again  In  that  we  had  no  changes  of  staff  which  Is  always 
a help  to  smooth  running,.  In  this  final  report  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  them  all 
for  their  constant  and  friendly  support;  the  Ryidale  District  Council  will  Indeed  be  fortunate  If 
the  same  happy  atmosphere  prevails. 

Over  half  the  members  ofthe  Council  will  be  leaving  local  government  at  the  District 
Council  level,  although  I expect  that  most  will  continue  with  Parish  Council  work.  May  I wish 
you  a happy  retirement  1 For  those  who  are  continuing  with  the  Ryedale  District  Council,  may 
I wish  you  successful  local  government.  In  my  opinion  the  biggest  task  facing  you  Is  that  of 
housing.  There  Is  a great  need  for  houses  for  young  couples  at  either  modest  rants  or  modest 

mortgages.  There  Is  a great  need  for  many  more  bungalows  and/or  flats  for  the  elderly  so  that 
they  can  leave  their  older,  too-large  houses  for  something  more  suited  to  their  needs  and  in  areas 
where  they  wish  to  live.  There  Is  great  potential  for  residential  development  to  nBet  most  of 
the  needs  of  the  Flaxton  area  In  the  vicinity  of  Cilfton  airfield.  There  ara  many  difficulties, 
not  the  least  being  drainage,  but  with  careful  planning  and  Imagination  this  could  be  one  of  the 
grovith  areas  of  the  future.

The  table  above  shows  that  over  Slfi  of  the  dwellings  In  the  rural  district  are  served 
by  the  public  sewerage  system  and,  with  only  odd  exceptions,  the  1*07  new  dwellings  were 
built  In  areas  served  by  the  Rural  District  Council's  sewerage  astern* 

Of  the  61*9  dwellings  not  connected  possibly  100  will  be  catered  for  by  the  schemes 
In  tlB  pipeline  for  Lining  and  Sandy  Lane,  Stockton-onrPorest,  and  Oie  remainder  are 
Isolated  prc5>ertles  unlikely  ever  to  be  capable  of  being  served  by  a public  sewer* 

Although  the  Council  had  put  money  In  the  estimates  for  1973/1974  for  these  two 
schemes  the  necessary  drawing  work  In  the  Engineer's  Department  had  not  reached  the  stage 
Where  detailed  schemes  could  be  put  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  approval* 

The  next  large  project  will  be  the  provision  of  a sewerage  scheme,  pumping  stations, 
rising  main  and  extension  to  the  Walbutts  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  cater  for  Uie 
anticipated  large-scale  extension  of  the  village  of  Strensall*

There  are  nineteen  persons  registered  as  distributors  of  milk  In  the  area*  Most  obtain  milk 
direct  frcm  bottling  establl starts  outside  the  area  and  have  no  dairy  of  their  own*

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  In  the  area  and  Inspected  was  marginally  less  than  last  year* 

Whilst  the  table  shows  a relatively  high  proportion  of  disease  It  must  be  remembered  that  two  of 
the  private  slaughterhouses  In  the  area  deal  entirely  In  unfit  or  fallen  stock*  The  Inspection  of  this 
type  of  caixase  presents  a difficult  task  In  which  experience  gained  over  the  years  IS  of  the  utmost  value* 

Thirty  nine  carcases  were  found  to  be  infected  with  cystloercl,  and  were  treated  In  cold  store 
for  the  requisite  length  of  time* 

The  closure  of  the  slaughter-house,  knacker  yard  and  animal  by-products  processing  plant  of  Messrs, 
G*  W*  Hopwood  & Sons  at  Huntington  brougit  relief  from  the  odour  vjhlch  has  adversely  affected  the 
residents  of  Huntington*  It  also,  of  course,  brought  relief  from  the  almost  dally  inspection  of  carcases 
of  animals  slaughtered  In  emergency,  either  as  casualties,  reactors  or  for  Ill-health*  The  inspection  of 
such  carcases  has  required  a great  deal  of  skill  which  can  only  be  acquired  by  experience* 

The  other  firm  dealing  In  casualties,  Messrs*  8*  £*  & M*  Blowers  at  iiurton,  not  unnaturally  had 
more  to  handle  and  decided  during  the  year  to  build  a new  slaughterhouse  further  away  from  their  knacker 
yard*  Work  was  proceeding  well  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  vrtll  result  In  a most  wlcome  raising  of  the 
standard  of  construction  and  hygiene*

NOISE  ABAIETENT  ACT,  I960 

Five  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  about  noise.  Two  were  In  respect  of  Industrial 
noise,  puqps,  etc.,  one  vak.  In  respect  of  roadworks  construction,  and  two  were  In  respect  of 
donestlc  nolse,hccfl^old  noise,  record  players,  etc.  All  were  Investigated  and  appropriate  action 
taken  where  required. 

The  North  Riding  County  Council,  as  Planning  Authority,  asked  the  Council  to  specify  a noise 
Unit  In  connection  with  a proposed  new  building  to  house  a tube  mill  at  Messrs.  Armstrongs*  Patents 
Ltd.,  factory  at  Rawcllffe,  because  of  the  proximity  of  existing  and  proposed  residential  property. 
Fortunately  the  Council  had  authorised  the  purchase  of  a new  sound  level  meter  and  readings  were  taken 
at  various  points  on  the  boundary  of  the  factory  site.  The  Council  recommended  that  the  noise  at 
the  boundary  should  not  exceed  39  dBA  and  this  was  Included  In  the  Planning  permission.  The  firm  were 
talking  of  making  an  Appeal  against  this  one  condition  but  had  not  done  so  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
possibly  because  an  Independent  firm  of  consultants  had  advised  them  that  a noise  of  kO  dBA  at  nlgit 
would  give  rise  to  ccmplalnts. 

Comment  was  also  made  on  the  possibility  of  nuisance  frcsn  traffic  noise  arising  from  the 
route  of  the  York  ring  road  in  the  Murton  and  Hopgrove  areas. 


OFFENSIVE  TRACE  PREMISES 


The  animal  bir*products  plant  operated  by  Messrs*  G.  W*  Hopwood  & Sons  at  Huntington 
closed  down  during  the  year  and  the  buildings  wer«  completely  demolished.  These  premises  had 
caused  Innumerable  complaints  during  ttie  years  because  of  the  offensive  odour  produced  from 
the  rendering  process*  The  firm  decided  to  sell  the  site  and  re-establish  the  business  on  a 
more  Isolated  site  in  the  Thlrsk  Rural  District* 

Messrs*  S.  E*  & M.  Blovfcrs  still  operate  at  Murton  and  the  gradual  Increase  In  their 
business  has  meant  that  more  carcases  and  offal  are  being  processed*  On  occasions  the  odoir 
from  their  plant  can  be  recognised  a mile  away  and  your > successor,  the  Ryedale  District  Council, 
may  feel  It  necessary  to  try  and  adopt  Offensive  Trade  Byelaws  for  the  parish  of  Murton* 

HYFgRM/iRKET 

Following  a Town  Planning  Inquire  two  years  earlier,  planning  permission  was  granted  to 
the  construction  of  a Hypermarket  at  the  former  site  of  Hopwood's  slau^terhouse,  etc*,  at 
Jocacey  Lane,  Huntington,  and  construction  work  had  started  during  the  year*  The  expected 
opening  date  is  raid-1974*  We  have  no  experience  of  retailing  on  this  scale  and  It  reopins  to 

be  seen  If  it  produces  problems  for  yoir  Public  Health  staff*  I am  sure  that  It  will  have. a 
considerable  Impact  on  that  part  of  Huntington*  It  will  bring  much-needed  local  employment 
and  be  a welcome  shopping  centiao  It  will  also  generate  a lot  of  motor  traffic  viilch  may  not 
be  so  welcome  throu^  the  comparatively  narrow  estate  roads  of  Hi^thorn  and  Brockfleld  Park* 

COsTAINERS 


We  had  our  first  experience  during  the  year  of  containers  of  bacon  arriving  at  Morris' 
premises,  Stockton-on-Forest,  direct  from  ttie  Continent,  having  passed  through  the  docks 
un-lnspected*  We  have  been  asked  by  this  flinn  on  several  occasions  to  Inspect  and  give 
condemned  notes  for  quantities  of  bacon  vlthhas  been  found  to  be  In^jerfectly  cured* 

PEST  CafTROL 

The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  has  continued  during  the  year  to  maintain  the  service 
given  by  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Agt,  1949*  A free  service  is  given 
to  all  domestic  property  and  the  Council  has  entered  Into  Contracts  with  37  farmers  to  service 
their  premises  at  regular  Intervals*  The  table  below  gives  the  numbers  and  types  of  property 
dealt  with  and  the  visits  required  :-

He  has  also  been  willing  to  deal  with  other  pests,  particularly  with  the  many  calls 
to  deal  with  wasps  nests  v*ilch  were  adversely  affecting  dwelllnghouses*  He  has  also  dealt 
with  bats  In  one  or  tv<o  houses* 

We  have  regular  enquiries  about  moles. which  ara  throwing  up  hills  on  the  lawns  of 
private  houses*  We  are  unable  to  deal  with  these  and  It  seems  that  raola-catchlng  Is  a dying  art 
In  this  part  of  the  world*  Rabbits,  too,  are  on  the  Increase  everyvhere  and  there  Is  bound  to 

be  a demand  ere  long  for  the  ro-formlng  of  the  rabbit  clearance  societies* 

C|fi&NA;R.AC3: 

In  1969  the  Council  made  three  Smoke  Control  Orders,  the  Haxby  and  Wlgglnton  No*  1, 

No*  2 and  No*  3 Smoke  Control  Orders,  1969,  covering  236  acres  of  undeveloped  land  In  these  two 
parishes*  These  Orders  became  operative  on  the  1st.  November,  1969,  and  by  the  3Xst* 

December,  1973,  6^  dy/elllnghouses  wei^  occupied  In  the  Smoke  Control  Areas* 

When  the  Department  of  the  Environment  approved  these  Orders  they  expressed  the  view 
that  they  should  be  part  of  a continuing  programme  of  Clean  Air  and  the  Council  agreed  that  this 
would  be  so*  Accordingly,  In  1973  I was  Instructed  to  report  on  a further  stage  and  recommended 

that  the  parishes  of  Clifton  Without  and  Rawcllffe  be  dealt  with  next  as  they  are  In  the  south- 

west part  of  the  Rxirai  District*  A postal  survey,  followed  by  a visit  to  those  who  did  not 
reply,  shovred  that  there  are  1805  dwellings  In  these  two  parishes  of  which  II70  are  alrea^ 
burning  some  sort  of  smokeless  fuel*  I reported  to  you  again  In  October  on  the  result  of 

the  survey  and  estimated  that  the  total  cost  of  converting  the  remainder  to  smokeless  fuel  would 
be  £29080*  In  view  of  the  Inpendlng  demise  of  the  Rural  District  Council  you  aSked  the 

Ryedale  District  Council  to  Include  In  their  estimates  for  1974/1975  sufficient  money  to  cover 
the  Council's  share  of  the  cost* 

During  1973  also,  planning  permission  was  granted  for  residential  building  on  25  eicres 
of  undeveloped  land  on  the  West  side  of  ^trensall  Road,  Huntington,  and  the  Council  decided  to 
make  this  a Smoke  Control  Area*  Accordingly  the  Huntington  (No*  1>  Smoke  Control  Order,  1973# 
was  made  and  confirmed  and  will  come  Into  operation  on  1st*  March,  1974*  At  a density  of  12 
to  the  acre  It  Is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  about  300  houses  In  the  Area  ultimately* 
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
